ALSIKE 


A practical agriculturist writes to 


the Maine 'Farmer that he has giv- 
en this species of clover a trial. lie 
began ten years ago. . lie sowed 
[ive pounds of seed on half au acre 
of laud in the spring. He had a 
;ood stand of grass in the fall. The 
icxt year he produced two loads of 
liay and 100 ibs of seed. The scc'- 
>nd year the yield of hay was the 
same, aud 165 Ibs of seed. Its su- 
periority over red clover was such 
.hat he did all his seeding with it 
up to the present time. lie claims 
0 get more Ibs of alsikc' from an 
icrc than he can get of red clover. 
[t is no harder to euro, and is worth 
one-third more per ton to feed. 
Chore aro some other points in 
which it is claimed to have the ad- 
vantage of red clover. 


This farmer claims that want of 


mccess with this clover comes from 
not being acquainted with its re- 
quirements as a plant. He claims 
t is tender the first year, after 
which it will not kill out so bad as 
red. TlieBced is fine, aud it is ten- 
lev till it has been able to throw 
out masses of fibrous roots. If the 
ground be ' poor or weedy, or the 
;ram grows rank so as to prevent 
;he plant from getting good growth 
of roots, then it will DC weak the 
irst year after-ifc- is sown, anil it 
will be claimed as a failure. 
This 


armor says not leas than ten pounds 
should be sown per acre, and from 
"bur to eight quarts of timothy. 
So says: 


"The past year I liatl sixteen 


acres of this clover from which I 
iavc cleaned 2,700 ft>9 of seed, and 
Vom the 15th of December to the 
20th of March, kept twenty Sliort- 
lorns and four horses wholly on the 
>traw, with the exception of one 
ecd of other hay in the morning. 
1 have fed a small allowance of 


lin, and my thoroughbreds never 


tveie in better condition."
